REMARKS: 

1. The Classical Course as now arranged, is believed to be as extensivo 
and thorough in all respects as that of the best College'! in any part of tha 
country : 

2. The Swentific courss is equally so, and the plan laid out for the 

3 Agricultural Course gives goad evidence that this will not fall 
behind. Tho Stone fence is soon to be completed around 80 acres, giving 
ample room for experiments in raising Forest Trees, Fruit Trees, Agriculture, 
Horticulture, Vina culture &c. &c. 

4. The drill in Military Tactics begun at the first in the Institution, is still 
continued under the direction of Col-. F. Campbell, and a military Professor 
will occupy the chair as soon as the detail can be secured. 

5. The Department of Mechanic Arts aud Civil Engineering is now sup- 
plied in fait, and a Professor will be elected as soon as maj be. 

6. The Academic and Preparatory course are as extensive and thorough as 
like courses in other Institutions. 

7. The Commercial and Mercantile course receives special attention and 
■will be developed as fully as may be. 

8. At least sixty Teachers have already gone out from this Institution, and 
special attention by Lectures and otherwise, is given to a Normal course for 
those preparing to teach. 
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REQUISITES FOR ADMISSION: 

1. Candidates for admission to the Freshmen Class are required to pass a 
satisfactory examination in English Grammar, Ancient and Modern Geogra- 
phy, including outlines of History and English Composition, 

2. Harkness' Introductory Latin, his Latin Grammar, his'Latin Hea- 
der and Latin Prose Composition, Caesar, Sallust, Cicero's ©rations, and six 
Books, of Virgil's iEneid. 

3. In Greek, Harkness' 1st Book in Greek with Fables, Anecdotes and 
Mythology, Hadley's Greek Grammar and Xenophon's Anabasis. 

4. Arithmetic, Mental and Written, Robinson's Elementary Algebra en- 
tire, and four Books of Robinson's Geometry. 

Candidates for Admission to the scientific course ■will not be examined in 
Greek, nor the Latin Authors after Sallust, but in ail the other studies. Candi- 
dates for advanced standing will be examined in all the preceding studies per- 
sued by the classes they enter, or their equivalent. 

!No pains will be spared in behalf of those preparing to enter the College Course 
to give them a most thorough knowledge of the studies in each Department, 
and the same is true of all the Departments of the institution. 

All the Books and authorities essential to aid the Student, are found here. 

Liddell & Scott's Greek English Lexicon, Andrew's Latin Lexicon, Dwight's 

Mythology, Anthon's Clssical Dictionary, Felton's Lectures, Keightly's

Those wishing to enter the Academic, or Preparatory Department should 
be prepared to pass a satisfactory examination in the four fundamental rules of 
Arithmetic, and the Elements of English Grammar, Geography, Spelling and 
Reading.

Preaching every Sabbath P. M. at 4 o'clock, by some member of the Faculty, 
or a regular Minister procured by the Officers of the College. 

LECTURES : 

During each term a course of Lectures will be given by the Faculty on sub- 
jects taught in the various Departments. 

DEPORTMENT AND SCHOLARSHIP: 

A Roll of Merit and Demerit will be kept ol each recitation and the stand- 
ing of each student faithfully made out at the close of every term, and read 
publiely. This standing will be registered in the College Records, and opened 
to the inspection of Parents, and Guardians, of the Students. A certificate of 
the standing, showing the Deportment and scholarship of the student will be 
sent to the Parent or Guardian when requested. 

EXAMINATION: 

Tba last three days of each term will be occupied in examining the classes in 
all the Departments. 

EXHIBITION: 

The Exhibition of the Academic and Preparatory Department at the close of 
the Winter term. The usual commencement exercises at the close of trie year. 

DEGREES : 

The degree of "Bachelor of Arts" is conferred on Students who complete 
the Classical Course, and pass examination in the same. 

, The degree of "Bachelor of Science ar,d Agriculture" is conferred oh those 
who complete the Scientific and Agricultural Course together and pass a satis- 
factory examination in the same, and the degree of '-Bachelor of Science'' wi! 1 
be conferred on those who complete that Course alone. On graduates of three 
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years standing who have engaged during the time in Professional or Literary 
and Scientific Studies, will be conferred the Master's Degree. Diplomas 
will be given to those who shall complete the Course in Military Science and 
Tactics and pass a satisfactory examination in the same, and .also to those 
who shall complete the Course- in the Mechanic Arts, also those who complete 
the Commercial Course, and to those who complete the full Course in Vocal 
and Instrumental Music. 

EXPExMSES : 

Tuition is Free in all the Departments except Instrumental Music. Ladies 
share the privileges of the Institution equally with Gentlemen. A contingent 
Pee of three dollars a term, or nine dollars, ayenr is charged to meet expense of 
fuel, lights, sweeping &c. In Music, for Instruction on Melodeon, $8, per 
term, on Piano $10, per term. For us<? of Melodeon il, for use of Piano $2 . 
For use of Library 50 cents per term. 

BOARD: 

Board at the Boarding House, (a new, ample, and well furnished stone build- 
ing in charge of Col. F. Campbell) is furnished at $4 per week, with an addi- 
tional charge of $5, par term for fuel and lights. Washinrj done at reasonable 
rates. A portion of the students board themselves at less espense. 

RULES : 

Each person who seeks to beeome a member of the College must present to 
the Faculty, satisfactory testimonials of good moral character. 
All Students are required to observe the study hours prescribed by the Faculty. 

AH students are required to perform faithfully the duties and exercises and to 
pursue the studies assigned them by the Faculty, and promptly to give appropri- 
ate reason for tardiness to any of their duties, or absence from them. 

Undue social attentions will not be allowed. 

Any student who is idle or vieious, or whoso moral character is bad, or whose 
influence is decidedly detrimental, in the opinion of the College government, 
to the literary and moral interests of tie College, may be reprimanded, suspend.- 
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ed, dismissed, expelled, or otherwise punished, at the discretion of the Faculty- 
All profane and indecent language, playing at games of chance, injuring the 
property of the Institution, or of the citizens, quarreling, fighting, or the carry- 
ing of fire arms or other dangerous weapons, are strictly forbidden. 

Any Student who, without just cause, shall fail to attend the examinatson, will \ 
be considered as under censure, and will not be allowed to- advance with his clas- 
hes without suitable amends. 

Those who leave the College during Term time,- without permission, will be- 
liable to suspension, cr expulsion. 

No Student will b3 permitted to leave any class without the conseat of the 
Facultj'. 

No meeting of the Students can be held in the Collage fey the transaction of 
any kind of busine-ss, unless by pern»ss : on <^f the Faculty. 

Any Student who shall injure or deface tho building in addition to snob, pen- 
. alties as the Faculty shall see fit to indict, will ]>o subject to the expense occa- 
sioned by the necessary repairs. 

Habitual indolence, inattention to study and attending balls in term tbne, 
will be regarded as as offense against the laws and the spirit of the Institution, j 
and will be made the subject of such discipline a*tl» Faculty (Seem expedient.

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ENDOWMENT: 

The Kansas State Agricultural College has an endowment of (90,000) ninety- 
thousand acres of land, obtained by act of Congress of July 2nd, 1862, which 
granted to the loyal States for Educational purposes (30,(100) acres of land for 
each Soimtor and Representative in Congress. This land has been located by a 
commission of faithful men, who have- visited and inspected in person each 
quarter section and every one selected is suitable to make a good farm. The 
land is now appraised at froin §>3 to $8. pei' acre and is offered for sale especial- 
ly to actual settlers. Hon. I. T. Goodnow, late Supt. Public Instruction is the 
appointed Ageut in charge of its sale. At a proper time in the future it will be 
reappraised when its value doubtless will be doubled. The least these lands 
ought to brir:g thou'.d furnish an endowment of $500 0C0. 1 hey may amount to 
more than that sum. 

By act of the Legislature the State very wisely loaned the Institution an 
amount sufficient to meet its eurrent expenses from year to year, which amount 
is to be repaid to the S'ate after the fund arising from the sale of the lands 
amounts to say $150,000. The interest on this latter sum will meet (he then 
current expenses of the Institution, and the interest on all the fund above that 
can be properly used to repay the State till the loan is cancelled. 

This course relieves the Slave of additional taxation, gives the children of the 
present generation, the Pioneer settlers of the State, the benefit of the en- 
dowment fund and presents one of the strongest possible motives to induce 
worthy families to come and settle in the State, assuring them that first class 
Institutions of Learning are open for their children. 

The fruits already appear — more than twenty Counties in the State have been 
represented"in the Institution by the nsmes in the present Catalogue. Atleast 
60 teachers have already gone out to instruct the schools of the State, The first 
class, numbering five will, graduate the present year and will compare favorably 
in scholarship wi h the graduates af any Institution in the cty. 
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It is believed that all the conditions of the organic act requiring the Institu- 
tion to be in operation in its different Departments in five years from July 1862, 
have been complied with. The stone ience arousd 80 acres including the 
College Square, is soon to be completed. Sixteen acres are under the plow the 
second year, and 24 more aru broken this month, and all that pertains to the 
Agricultural Department will be developed as fast as possible.

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LOCATION. 

The College is located' in the Kansas valley, near Manhattan, Riley County. 
It is about 115 miles west of Leavenworth, and about the same distance from 
Wyandotte at the mouth of the Kansas river. Its distance west from Lawrence 
is 80 miles, and from Topeka about 50, and it is 15 miles northeast from Ft. 
Eiley. It stands on a beautiful eminence back of the town, running northwest 
and southwest. From the base of the building, but especially from its top, is a 
panoramic view seldom surpassed for beauty and loveliness. The beholder, 
facing the west, will see the valley of the Wild Cat Creek, running up to the 
northwest some 15 miles and skirted with undulating bluffs. Facing the east, 
the lovely scene that opens to view, is made up of the thriving town of Man- 
hattan, spread out at the Junction of the Big Blue and the Kansas risers, and 
the valley of the Kansas extending far on below with its majestic bluffs and 
intervening creeks. The field of view at the left takes in a part of the valley 
of the Big Blue, but the conspicuous figure in front is Blue Mont, the parent of 
the bluffs that line the valleys of the Big Blue, and the last one the river passes 
ere it unites with the Kansas. A straight edge, sixty miles long, with one end 
laid on the top of this cone-shaped bluff and the other end on the top of the 
blaff nearly opposite Marysville in Marshall County, would be touched by a 
series of similar bluffs running the whole distance, the most of which are 
truncated, though on a few the tops still remain. The traveler down the valley 
of the Big Blue, as he gazes upon these cone- like bluffs rising on either side, and 
covered with the verdure of spring and feels the impression made upon him by 
the curved lines that bound them blending with the hues and tints of light and 
shade that rise around their sides, can scarcely fail to cry out for joy from the 
emotions of beauty they awaken. 

Manhattan is very easy of access by Kail Koad and otherwise. The Depot 
of the TJ. Pacific Railroad Way E. D. is about two miles from the Institution. 
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Already the Passenger cars run to Salina 70 miles southwest of this, and the 
road is graded to Ft. Harker & beyond. The business of the road from Govern- 
ment transportation and otherwise is now very large and destined to increase 
immensely. It will be built on to Denver and Santa Fe and California. 
The soil of the valley of the Kansas and its tributaries in extent and richness is 
sufficient to support millions of people, and the Piorieer can now come all the 
way to his frontier home in the Cars. 
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BUILDINGS. 

The College building is of beautiful grey limestone, winch lies in great 
abundance, conveniently packed in the brow of Muffs in 1 his region, and can- 
not be surpassed as a material for building or fencing. It is sixty feet in leu gth 
by forty-four in width, and three stories high, suimcuntcd fcy a beautiful cu- 
pola, in which is an excellent bell, donated by Joseph Ingalls, of Swamscot Mas- ■ 
sachusetts. The third story is occupied as a chapel, capable of smarting four or j 

fire hundred, and now supplied with excellent chairs for the audience, a superior j 

i 
organ and table and desk for the speaker. On the second floor are four rooms — ; 

a music room, in which are a first class Piano and Meloleoi), and thr"e recita- | 

tion rooms with hall and stairway. On the lower floor are the hall, the_ j 

President's office, a large library room, an assembly or school room, and a j 

large recitation room. The Library already has nearly 3000 vols, and is constant 

ly increasing. 
The Boarding House is an ample stone building thoroughly built and well ! 
furnished and capable of accommodating sixty students. 
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APPARATUS, AND CABINET. 

The College is provided with a good assortment of Philosophical, and Chem- 
ical apparatus. An addition to this (by an appropriation of the late Legislature, 
of five hundred dollars,) is being made, which, with what we now have, 
will make a full assortment of Instruments sufficient to perform all experiments 
required in teaching Natural Philosophy and Chemistry. We shall then have 
over two hundred and fifty pieces, embracing about one hundred and fifty differ- 
ent kinds of instruments. 

The Cabinet donated by Prof. Mudge, consists of a very extensive variety of 
minerals and ores, collected by him during a residence of twenty-five years in 
New England. Many of thorn are quite rare and valuable. In addition to this 
the College possesses a good collection of specimens from various parts of our 
State illustrating the Geology of Kansas. To this, specimens are constantly be- 
ing added. This Cabinet is of great value in pursuing the studies of Agricul- 
ture, Geology, Mineralogy, and kindred Sciences.
